In addition to the Detail contained in the Correspondence furnished in 
obedience to the Order of the House of Lords, dated 17th May, I am directed 
by the Commissioners of Public Works to state for the Information of the Lords 
Commissioners of tier Majesty’s Treasury, that from the Commencement the 
Board has been alive to the Necessity of carrying out the Intention of 
the Legislature in passing the Act. They direct that Copies of the Instruc- 
tions issued to Proprietors making Applications for Loans, and to the Engineers 
employed in reporting on Works, together with Copies of the several Circulars 
issued, should be now enclosed for the Purpose of being laid before their 

L °In regard to Individuals who may have received Advances under the Act, 
but who have not hitherto commenced the Expenditure, only One Case, that of 
Mr. J. A. O’Neill of Bunowen Castle, County of Galway, has come within the 

Notice of the Board. ^ „ « 

A Loan for the Sum of 6,000/. was sanctioned by the Treasury for 
Mr. O’Neill on the 18th Day of October 1847, and an Instalment of 500/. See Page 36. 
was issued on the 5th of November following, on his Representation that the 
People resident on his Estate were in a very distressed State, and that he 
could not employ the People unless the implied Promises of the Government 
through the Board were complied with. On the 14th of December a Lettei 
was received from Mr. O’Neill, stating, that owing to the advanced Period of 
the Season it would be impossible to commence the Works until next Spnng, 
without suffering serious Loss; and the Board, knowing that Works com- 
menced in wet Weather and short Days could not be executed at the modeiate 
Rates according to which the Estimate wms calculated, consente, \!° 
nosed Delay; but when the Spring arrived the contemplated Woiks weie not 
commenced^ because, as set forth in Mr. O’Neill’s Memorial, the Money was 
made use of for another Purpose, and asking that a Second Instalment of 5001. Page 
might be advanced to him, on his giving additional Security. , 

The Memorial having been referred to the Board, a Lettei was addressed to 
the Treasury on the 15th May last, stating the Circumstances, and expressing Page*- 
an Opinion that Mr. O’Neill's Application could not be 
according to the 27th Section of the Act, it is enacted.

Letter from J. C. Walker to Sir C. E. Trevelyan, K.C.B. 

Office of Public Works, Dublin, 30th May 1848. 
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In regard to the Nonpayment in Cash, as required by the 29th Section of the 
Act, the Board would particularly beg Attention to Circulars Nos. 1 and 7, as 
directly bearing on the Subject, the latter of which was issued in consequence 
of Rumours having reached them that in some of the Western Counties Money 
Payments were not made to the Labourers for Work done under the Act. 

Hitherto only Three Cases have come under the Notice of the Board in 
which the Provisions of the 29th Section of the Act have not been complied 
with : — 

1 . Lord De Freyne, to whom a Loan has been made for Improvements in 

the Barony of Frenchpark, County of Roscommon, of 7,000/. 

2. James S. Lambert, Esquire, of Creg Clare, County of Galway, to whom 

a Loan has been made of 700/., for improving his Estate in the Barony 
of Clanmorris, County of Mayo. 

3. Courtenay Kenny, Esquire, of Ballinrobe, County of Mayo, for improv- 

ing Lands in the Barony of Kilmaiue in the County of Mayo, to 
whom a Loan has been made of 800/. 

In regard to the Case of Lord De Freyne I have to state, that on the 16th 
of February Lord De Freyne made an Application for a Seventh Instalment of 
500/. on his Loan of 7,000/., previous to which Six Instalments of 500/. each 
had been issued, amounting in the whole to 3,000/. 

In consequence of this Application, Mr. Henry Buck, Inspector of Drainage 
for a Portion of the County of Roscommon, was directed to report on and 
estimate the Value of the Work executed up to that Time, and to see that the 
Provisions of the Act were complied with. 

Previously to completing his Inspection and Measurement, Mr. Buck made a 
Report addressed to the Secretary of the Board, dated 19th March, in which 
he states that the Labourers employed on Lord De Freyne’s Drainage Works 
had not been paid in Money, but had been supplied with Meal to the Amount 
of Ten per Cent, on the Amount of their Earnings. 

On the 21st March, Mr. Buck’s Letter having been submitted to the Board, 
I was directed to acknowledge his Communication, which was considered to be 
very serious, and to request he would report whether he was certain as to the 
Accuracy of the Statement made, and whether the System of Payment, as 
mentioned, had been adopted universally on the Drainage Works on Lord De 
Freyne’s Estate under the Land Improvement Act. 

On the 22d of March, in reply, Mr. Buck reports, that upon Inquiry at 
Lord De Freyne’s Land Improvement Office of the Clerk and Accountant, and 
of the Two Superintendents of the Works, “ I have obtained from them the 
“ following Particulars : —

“ When the Work is measured and valued each Petit Contractor receives 
a Money Order on a printed Form (a Copy of which I enclose for the 
Boards Information), addressed to Lord De Freyne’s Land Steward, who, 
upon its being presented for Payment, credits the Person in whose Favour 
the Order is drawn with the Amount in his Rent Account.” 

On the 25th of March, the Board, having taken Mr. Buck’s Reports into 
Consideration, determined to refuse any further Instalment to Lord De Freyne 

until 
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until the Provisions of the 29th Section of the Act had been complied with, Correspondence. 

and directed their Secretary to communicate this to the Lords Commissioners of 

Her Majesty’s Treasury, and also to write to the same Effect to Lord De Freyne. Page 26. 

On the 29th of March Mr. Fitzstephen French wrote to Mr. Griffith from 
London, informing him that he had seen Mr. Trevelyan, and stated his Objec- 
tions to the Board’s Circular No. 7-, and expressing his Determination, if any 
Interference between the Employer and the employed is sanctioned by the 
Treasury, to dismiss at once all the Labourers on Lord De Freyne’s Drainage, 
and abandon the unexpended Part of the Loan. 

On the 3d of April the Board received a Letter, dated the 31st March, Page 27. 
from the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, signed C. E. Tre- 
velyan, in which he states, “ I am commanded by the Lords Commissioners 
« of Her Majesty’s Treasury to acquaint you, that my Lords approve of your 
“ suspending the Issue of the subsequent Instalment in any Case in which 
“ you have Reason to believe that the Provisions of the 29th Section of the 
“ Act have not been carried into effect in the Expenditure of the Sums 
“ previously issued, until you are perfectly satisfied that Provision is made for 
“ a strict Adherence for the future to the Direction contained in the above- 
“ mentioned Clause.” 

On the 7th of April Mr. Fitzstephen French addressed a Letter to the Page 27. 

Board, forwarding a Statement from Mr. Kelly of the Manner in which the 
Drainage of Lord De Freyne’s Estates had been carried on, and entering at 
length into the Subject of the Propriety of insisting on Payments being made 
in Coin. 

These Communications speak for themselves ; and the Board has no Obser- 
vation to make on the Argument, further than that as no Money Payments 
were actually made to the Labourers it was imperative on them to withhold 
any further Advance until the 29th Section of the Act had been com- 
plied with. . . , 

[ n regard to the Loan to Mr. James S. Lambert, it is to be observed that 
on the 20th of April ultimo Mr. Thomas Elwood, One of the Inspectors of 
Drainage occasionally employed in the County of Mayo in making a Report 
on the Progress of the Works states, “ As to the Mode of Payment, the Page 31. 

“ Arrangement has been, to pay one Half of the Wages earned by the 

“ Labourers in Cash, and the other Half was retained for Rents.” 

On the 29th April a Letter was addressed to Mr. Lambert, enclosing a Page 31. 

Copy of Mr. Elwood’s Report, and requiring that all Money due to the 

Labourers for Work done, or which shall in future be executed, shall be paid 

On the same Day Mr. Griffith addressed a Letter to Sir C. E. Trevelyan, Page 31. 
stating what had occurred, and acquainting him, for the Information of the 
Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, with the Determination 01

On the 1st of May Mr. Lambert addressed a Letter to Mr. Woods, Chief Page 31. 
Clerk in the Land Improvement Office, enclosing a Certificate stating that 
the Money to the full Amount had been paid to the Labourers. 

On the 2d of May these Communications were referred for Keport to 
Mr. Elwood, who was directed to proceed again to the Ground, and ascertain 

whether or not the Labourers had been paid. _ „ 

Mr Elwood replied, by Letter, dated the 4th of May, that he had done so, Page 32. 
and found that the Second Half of the Sum earned, viz. 70 A, had been paid to 
the Labourers within the last few Days. . . ■ . . , 

In consequence of the foregoing Communication the Commissioners, hawqg 
ascertained that the entire Amount of the Instalment had been paid, a Second 
Instalment, amounting to 140/., was issued to Mr. Lambert. 

With reference to the Loan made to Mr Courtney Kenny, 1 .am i dmected to Page S3, 
state that on the 26th April Mr. Elwood reported to the Board that the 
greater Portion of the Wages earned by the Labourers on these Works was

“ On forwarding the necessary Documents to ground my Memorial, I 
“ commenced the Work of subsoiling and draining with above 400 Labourers, 
“ selecting them from among the most destitute in the Neighbourhood, and I 
“ obtained Provisions for them on my Credit, at the Rate per Stone that 
u Meal sold by the Ton ; thus, as the poor People frequently admitted, saving 
u many from Hunger and Want. 

“ I beg leave to assure the Commissioners that in no Instance has any 
“ Deduction been made from the Wages as a Set-off for Rents or Debts of 
“ any Kind due by the Labourers. Very few of them were my Tenants. 

“ I have also to state, that I have paid the Labourers more Payments in 
“ Cash than the Amount of the Instalment received. 

“ I trust the Commissioners will be pleased to enable me to proceed with 
u the Work. The Labourers shall henceforward be paid entirely in Cash.” 

On Receipt of the above Letter a Memorandum was made by the Board, 
dated the 5th Day of May, that under the Circumstances stated by Mr. Kenny, 
that the Works had been commenced, and advanced considerably before the 
Issue of the First Instalment, accompanied by the Pledge that in future the 
Payments should be made entirely in Cash, the Board ordered the Certificate 
for the Second Instalment to be issued.

Objects of the Act. 

I. Loans are authorized to be made under the Provisions of this Act for all 
or any of the following Purposes, subject to the Conditions contained in the 
Act, and to such Rules and Regulations as may be made pursuant to its 
Provisions. 

1. The Drainage of Lands by any Means which may be approved by the 

Commissioners. 

2. The subsoiling, trenching, or otherwise deepening and improving the 

Soil of Lands. 

3. The Irrigation or warping of Lands. 

4. The Embankment of Lands from the Sea or Tidal Waters or Rivers.* 



* Where Lands are proposed to be embanked from the Sea or Tideway, the Consent of the 
Commissioners of Woods and Forests and of the Admiralty must be obtained, except in Cases 
provided for in the 65th Section of the Act. 

5. The 
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5. The enclosing or fencing, or improving the Fences, Drains, Streams, or Instructions. 

Watercourses of Land. 

6. The Reclamation of waste or other Land. 

7. The making of Farm Roads. 

8. The clearing Land of Rocks and Stones. 

II. Loans are to be made to the Class of Persons defined by the Act to be 
the “ Owners ” of Lands, and the Amounts of such Loans are to be repaid by 
an annual Rent-charge for Twenty-two Years of 6/. 10s. per Cent, per Annum, 

payable half-yearly, secured as by the Act provided, and which Rent-charge is Sects. ‘21, 22. 26. 
redeemable on the Terms mentioned in the Act. 37,38. 

III. The Works are to be executed by or under the Direction of the Owner 
of the Lands to be improved, subject to the Approval of the Commissioners of 
Public Works. 

Applications for Loans. 



The Persons who shall be deemed Owners, for the Purposes of this Act, or Sects. 6, 7, 8, 9, 
who may qualify to be deemed Owners, and the Regulations concerning them, ' an 
are legally defined by the Sections referred to in the Margin. 

In Cases where there shall appear to the Commissioners any Doubt or Sects. 9, 10 . 
Question as to who shall be deemed the Owner of any Lands, the Court 
of Chancery is empowered, upon Petition in a summary Way, to decide such 
Question. 

Applications for Loans are to be made by the Owners of the Lands proposed Sect. n. 
to be improved, by Memorial to the Commissioners of Public Works, in the 
Form prescribed by the Act (or as near thereto as the Circumstances of the 
Case will admit), which Memorial is to be accompanied by an Undertaking by 
such Owner, securing the Repayment to the Commissioners of any Expenses 
incurred by them in the preliminary Inquiry and Investigation of the Subject 
Matter of the Memorial. Copies of the Form of Memorial and Undertaking 
are annexed, and printed Copies for Use can be obtained by Application at the 
Office of Public Works. . , rr . . . . 

Each Party applying by Memorial for a Loan is to state in Writing whether Sect. <5. 
there be any other Person or Persons having any Estate or Interest in the 
Lands proposed to be improved which would entitle them or any of them to 
be deemed Owners ; and in all Cases where there shall be, besides the Person 
making the Application, any other Owner or Owners within the Meaning of 
the Act, it must be shown to the Satisfaction of the Commissioners that the 
Person making the Application is the Owner first entitled, under the Provi- 
sions of the Act, to make such Application, or that the Owners previously 
entitled have had Notice in the Form and for the Period of Fourteen Days ior 
this Purpose directed (see Form in Appendix), and that they and each ot 
them have refused or neglected to make any Application under the Act in 
respect to the same Lands. „ T o „ 

Each Application should he accompanied by a general Plan of the Lands Sect. 1 1. 
proposed to be charged, and on which, or on any Part of which, the Improve- 
ments are proposed to be made, an Estimate and bpec.flcat.on in detail of 
the proposed Works of Improvement,— and a brief Report stating the Nature 
of the Soil and Subsoil, the present Rental Value (or letting Value on a 
Lease for Twenty-one Years without a Fine) of the Lands to be improved and 
become chargeable, the Increase in the annual Value which may be expected 
to arise to the Lands the Subject of such Improvement. 

The Plan to be furnished may be the Ordnance Survey of * e 5? 

Scale of Six Inches to the Mile, or a Copy of any good private Map of the Pro- 
perty upon which the proposed Works of Mam Open Drainage Farm Roads, 
or new Fences, should fc distinctly represented by strong Red-col oured LmeS; 

In Cases where Thorough or Under Drainage is proposed to be effected, the 
Lines of Main Drains and Outfall are to be distinctly drawn, and the general 
Direction of the Minor Drains represented by P^Ilel Lines dra™ in Red 
the Fall being indicated by Arrows drawn on the Plan, and the Line ot 
Summits or “Shed Water,” being represented by strong dotted Lines. The 
Extent of Land proposed to be drained, subsoiled, trenched, deepened, 01 
otherwise improved is to be distinguished on the Plan by a light Tint of Blue 
Colour ; and P the Boundary of the Lands proposed to be charged, and included

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in the Schedule to the Memorial, is to be indicated by an edging Tint of 
Yellow Colour drawn along the Lines representing such Boundary on the 
Map or Plan.* 

In Cases where Embankments, or the deepening of Rivers or Streams, are 
proposed to be made or effected, and where Farm Roads and other Works of 
an important Nature are proposed, the general Plan should be accompanied with 
explanatory Sections and Drawings, of a plain but intelligible Description. 

The Specification should contain a full and clear Description of the Works 
proposed to be executed, stating the Dimensions, the Materials to be used, the 
Order of proceeding with the Works, and, in Cases of Thorough Drainage, 
the Distance between the Parallel or Minor Drains in the different Kinds of 
Soil or different Parts of the Lands to be drained ; and it will be desirable 
that such other Particulars be stated as shall be fully sufficient, not only for 
the Guidance of the Persons employed on the Part of the Owners to execute 
the Works, but also for the Officers of the Commissioners appointed to inspect 
their Execution ; so that, as far as practicable, all Disputes or Difference of 
Opinion as to the Nature, Extent, or Dimensions of the Works executed shall 
be avoided. It will be perceived by the Sections in the Margin that the Pay- 
ment of Advances depends upon Compliance with the Specification as finally 
settled, or any Alterations therein sanctioned by the Commissioners. 

The Estimate of the Cost of the Works is to be furnished in detail, to 
enable the Commissioners to judge of its Sufficiency for the proposed Objects, 
and is to contain the Dimensions, Quantity, and Price of each Kind of Work 
or different Parts of the Work proposed to be executed, and the Expenses 
necessarily incidental thereto ; providing, in every Iustance, for the complete 
Execution of the proposed Works in a substantial, durable, and workmanlike 
Manner. Such an Arrangement of the Estimate will greatly facilitate the 
proper keeping of the subsequent Account of Expenditure by the Owners, 
during the Progress of the Works, which Account should be kept in Items 
corresponding with those finally adopted in the Estimate. 

The Commissioners are directed (if required by either the Owner or Occu- 
pier of any Land to be improved under the Act) to determine the Amount of 
increased Rent which should in future be paid on account of any such Improve- 
ment. It is most desirable that this should in every possible Case be previously 
arranged by mutual Agreement between Owner and Tenant, without any 
Interference or Intervention on the Part of the Commissioners ; but where 
such a Course is not found practicable the Commissioners will require to be 
informed thereof in an early Stage of the Proceedings, and to have a List 
furnished to them of the Farms in which their Interposition will be required, in 
order to direct their Inspector’s Attention to the Cases, that the then present 
Value of such Farms may be specially noted, with a view' to facilitate their 
Decision as to the Increase of Rent. 

In any Case -where the Lands or any Portion of them proposed to be 
improved have been drained or improved, or are proposed to be drained or 
improved, or are included in Lauds charged or to be charged for Drainage 
Works under the Provisions of the General Drainage Acts for Ireland enume- 
rated ui ^ ar S' n ) or under the Provisions of the Poor Employment Act, and 
the Act amending the same, enumerated in Margin, it is required that the 
same shall be specially stated in Writing at the Time of Application for Loans 
under this Act. 

Where the Information required by the Act and the Instructions of the Com- 
missioners is accurately and fully supplied by the Applicants, the Delay in the 
preliminary Proceedings, and the Amount of the Expenses for local Inquiry and 
Inspection, will be proportionably diminished. The Owners of Lands will thus 
perceive how much it will be to their Advantage to consider fully the Provisions 
ot the Act, and comply with these Instructions, and determine carefully before- 
rand the piecise Nature, Extent, Cost, and Value of the Works of Improvement 
tor the Execution of which they propose to apply for a Loan.

Upon the Receipt of the Memorial and Undertaking to pay the preliminary 
Expenses, with the other Documents required by the Act and by the foregoing 
Instructions, the Commissioners will (should no prima facie Objection exist to 
the Application, and if the State of the Fund at their Disposal, and the Rules 10 Viet. c.32. 
and Regulations of Her Majesty’s Treasury, shall permit,) subject the Matter to Sects. 19, 20 , 21. 
such Investigation as may appear to them to be required.* 

In case the Result of the Investigation shall be satisfactory, the Commis- 
sioners will recommend a Loan for Sanction to the Commissioners of the 
Treasury, and take such Steps as are by the Act directed previously to issuing 
the Loan.

As soon as the “ Order for Loan ” of the Commissioners shall have been 
registered, as directed by the Act, an Advance on account of the Loan shall 
be made. 

1. The Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury have determined that the 

Loans to be made under the Act to any One Owner, in ordinary Cases, 
shall not exceed in the aggregate 12,000/. ; but if in any particular 
Case, owing to the Extent of the Property to be improved, or other 
Causes, it would be advisable to enlarge this Limit, the Commissioners 
are authorized to recommend an additional Sum, not exceeding, 
however, an aggregate Amount to the same Proprietor of 20,000/. ; and 
it is provided by the Act that no Loan shall be of a less Sum than 100/. 

2. The Person or Owner to whom any such Loan shall be agreed to be Sect. 28. 

made, or who may become entitled to receive any Part of it, or any 
other Person, jointly with or on behalf of such Person or Owner, is 
required to give a Security, by way of Bond (a Form of which is 
annexed) or otherwise, as may be agreed upon, for the due Application 
of the Money to the Purposes for which it shall be advanced, and for 
the Completion of the Works within the Time to be limited by the 
Commissioners, not exceeding Three Years from the Date of the first 
Advance, and for truly accounting to the Commissioners for the Expen- 
diture of the same, and for furnishing such Statements and Reports of 
the Works as the Commissioners shall require. 

The Advances are to be made by Instalments not exceeding One Fifth Part 
of the Loan agreed upon, nor exceeding in any Case 500/., even though this Sect. 27. 
Sum should be less than the Fifth Part of the Loan ; and it will be found most 
convenient, for the calculating of Rent-charges, that the total Amount of 
Advances between the 5th of April and the 10th of October, and between the 
10th of October and the 5th of April, in any Year, shall not be less than a 
Hundred or a Number of Hundreds of Pounds. . . 

The Monies will be issued by the Paymaster of Civil Services m Ireland, 
upon the Certificate of the Commissioners of Public Works. 

After the first shall have been made no subsequent Instalment will be advanced 
or certified by the Commissioners of Public Works until it shall have been 
proved to their Satisfaction, either by the Report of their own Inspector, or in 
such other Manner as they shall from Time to Time require, that the previous 
Instalment has been expended on the Works, according to the Plan, Specifi- 
cation, and Estimate sanctioned.

If Default take place in the Application of any Instalment, the Commis- 
sioners may, if they think fit, for the Benefit of Persons in remainder or reversion, 
or for better secuiing the Loan, enter the Lands and complete the Works. 

The Commissioners will have periodical Inspections made by their own 
Officers (free of Expense to the Owners) of the Works in progress or 
completed. 

The Inspector or local Officer of the Board will by his Instructions be 
required not to certify as to the Execution of any Work until he shall have 
been satisfied of same by an Inspection and Valuation of the Work done, 
together with an Inspection and Audit of the Accounts, which it is necessary 
the Owner obtaining a Loan should keep and render to the Commissioners, 
pursuant to the Act and these Instructions. 

It is necessary, for the Benefit of all Parties, that the Accounts of Expen- 
diture be kept in bound Books (which may be purchased from Mr. A. Thom, 
87, Abbey Street, Dublin), in a clear Manner, as far as practicable on a 
uniform System, and be regularly posted up, so as to be at all Times ready for 
Inspection ; that the Cost of Materials, Tools, Labour, and Superintendence on 
each- Species of Work set forth in the Estimate and Specification be kept in 
separate Items ; and that properly vouched Bills and Returns be kept for 
Reference and Justification, if required, of the Items entered in the Account 
Books. 

It will be of great Importance, for the future Benefit of Landlord and Tenant, 
that the Works, as proceeded with shall be accurately laid down on a good 
Map of the Estate, to serve as a future Record of the Site and Direction of all 
the covered Drains ; and by having this done progressively, and by the Adop- 
tion of a proper Scale of distinctive Colours, the Agent and Board’s Inspector 
may make this Map subservient to the Purposes of registering the periodical 
Progress of the Works. 

It is also recommended that the Owner should, at his own Expense, have a 
Detail Valuation made of the Quantity of Land to be draiued or improved, in 
its State when the Works are being commenced, by some competent Valuator, 
and a Report of the present State of such Lands in each Farm prepared, in 
order to put upon Record the Results for Comparison with those which shall 
arise subsequent to the Completion of the Works. Such Valuation should be 
made irrespective of the Rents now chargeable on such Lands, and should be 
founded on the intrinsic Value of the Lands in their present State and Position, 
on the Assumption of such Lands being, at the Time of the Valuation, to be 
let to a solvent Tenant on a Lease (say for Twenty-one Years). 

_ Such a Valuation will be essential to the Proprietor himself, in keeping, for 
his Guidance, and the future Management of his Property, the necessary Profit 
and Loss Account of the Undertaking, and will assist the Commissioners in 
the Settlement of any Dispute, and may, where satisfactorily made, obviate 
the Necessity for any Valuation, on their Part, for the Purposes of fixing the 
Rents of Tenants under the Act. 

Miscellaneous. 

Printed Forms or Examples of Estimates, Specifications, and Accounts, 
either required or recommended to be used by Owners in their Applications 
and subsequent Proceedings, will be furnished on Application at the Office of 
Public Works. 

No Instrument executed under the Provisions of the Act, nor Power of 
Attorney to receive Monies from Paymaster of Civil Services, to be liable to 
Stamp Duty. 

Notices required to be served by or on behalf of the Commissioners may be 
transmitted by Post.

Instructions to Persons employed in reporting on Thorough Drainage, 
subsoiling, fencing, Irrigation, &c., &c., under tlie Act 10th Viet. Cap. 32. 



Notice. — The following Instructions have been prepared for the Guidance, not only of the 
Engineers or other Persons who may be employed by the Commissioners of Public Works to 
report on the Applications made by Landed Proprietors for Loans under the Land Improvement 
Act, but also for the Instruction of the Landed Proprietors themselves, and the Agents they may 
employ, in the first instance, to prepare the Applications, and the requisite Plans, Specifications, 
and Estimates to be submitted to the Board. 

It is absolutely necessary that the Landed Proprietors who may obtain Loans, as well as the 
Agents they may subsequently employ to execute the Works, should attend strictly to all the Details 
specified, and that regular Accounts should be preserved of tlie Expenditure on each particular 
Portion of the Work. 

To aid them in effecting this Object a Form is given at the End of these Instructions, which 
should be carefully filled up at the End of each Month, and which should be submitted to the 
Engineer or Officer of the Board who may be employed from Time to Time to inspect the Works, 
and report upon their Progress, for the Purpose of determining whether any, and to what Amount, 
Advances should be made on account of the Loan. 



Instructions to be observed in making preliminary Examinations and Reports 
on Applications for the Improvement of Landed Property in Ireland, 
under the Provisions of 10 Viet. c. 32. 



It is essential, that each Officer of the Board employed on this Service 
should make himself fully acquainted with the general Provisions of the Land 
Improvement Act, and particularly with those Portions which define the Term 
Owner. Without a clear Understanding of this Act he will be unable to judge 
accurately, and report correctly, upon the Propriety of recommending the Works 
applied for. 

The leading Object of Inquiry will be, to ascertain whether the Lands 
proposed to he charged, and on which, or any Part of which, the Improvements 
are proposed to be made, will afford a sufficient Security for the Money sought 
to be borrowed, or so much of it as it may be right to recommend to be ex- 
pended in the Works contemplated; and whether the Expenditure of such 
Loan will produce, either immediately or prospectively, an Improvement in the 
annual Value of the Land to an Amount exceeding the utmost annual Amount 
to be charged thereon, viz. 6i per Cent, upon the Expenditure, a Rent-charge 
for this Amount being payable for a Term of Twenty-two Years. 



It will be necessary to ascertain from local Inquiries whether the Person 
who has made the “ Application” is the “ Owner,” within the Meaning of the 
Act, of the Lands in respect of which he has applied ; further, it will he 
necessary to ascertain whether any other Person or Persons (besides tlie 
Applicant) have any Estate or Interest in the Lands which would entitle them 
or any of them to he deemed an Owner ; and in all Cases where there shall 
be besides the Applicant, any other Owner or Owners within the Meaning of 
the Act, it is to be ascertained that the Person making the Application is the 
Owner first entitled to do so under the Act, or that the Owner previously 
entitled has had Notice of the Applicant’s Intention, and refused or neglected 
to make any Application. In Cases of Doubt, the “ Applicant or his Agent 
should be called upon for a brief Statement in Writing, of the Nature, of the 
Title by which he is constituted Owner of the Property in question.

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a dark Blue Tint in case of River or Main Drainage, and a light Blue Tint in 
Case of Thorough Drainage, subsoiling, &c., distinguishing, at the same Time, 
the adjacent Boundaries of the Property of ■which the Lands form a Part 
with a Yellow Edging of Colour, and numbering each Townland or Portion of a 
Townland separately and distinctly. And when it may happen in the same 
Townland that One or more Parts may require a different Mode of Treatment, 
the Areas of each of such Parts are to be ascertained and estimated for 
separately. Thus, some Part may require draining, and nothing more, some 
subsoiling, some fencing, some Irrigation, some to be cleared of Stones, &c. ; 
and even the Part to be drained may require a different System of draining, 
either as to the Depth or Distance apart of the Drains. In all such Cases 
separate Areas and Estimates will be required. The different Plots to be 
distinguished on the Map by reference Numbers. 

2. The general Direction of the proposed Drains should be represented upon 
the Ordnance Sheet by neat Red Lines, the Summits by dotted Lines, and the 
Direction of the Falls by Arrows. A Specification of the Works should be 
made, describing the Dimensions, Form, and Inclination of the several Classes 
of proposed Drains ; the Distance between the Minor Drains ; the average 
Quantity of Main and Sub-main Drains ; proposed Mode of Formation ; 
Material to be used as the Conduit ; the Dimensions of Fences ; the Material 
of which they are to be made. In Cases of Irrigation, the System proposed to 
be adopted, whether by Catch Work or Ridges ; the Width of Beds between 
the Feeders ; the Length, Depth, and Width of Irrigation Cuts ; the Number 
and Dimensions of Sluices or Stop Gates ; the Materials to be used in their 
Construction ; the Length and other Dimensions of Embankments ; the Length 
and Width of Farm Roads ; and, where the Ground is of a Form to require it, 
Sections of the. Roads to be furnished ; Depth of metalling, &c. ; together with 
any other Particulars which the local Circumstances of each Case may render 
necessary to be specified for the Guidance of the Persons appointed to execute 
the Works.

In making the Investigation and Inquiry herein directed the reporting 
Officer should be accompanied by some competent Person or Persons (either 
the Overseer who is to execute the Works, or some intelligent Person, on the 
Part of the Applicant, acquainted with the Locality), whom he should instruct 
regarding the Limit of the Lands to be improved, the general Direction of the 
Drains and Fences, and other Particulars, in order that he or they may point 
them out when the Works are about to be executed. 

10. As Works of Drainage are in progress or have been decided upon 
for many Districts in Ireland under the Provisions of the general Drainage 
Acts, to avoid Confusion Care must be taken to exclude from the general 
Estimate all Works connected with the Thorough Drainage or Improvement of 
Lands within the Influence of the Flood or Back Water of Rivers and Streams 
already under the Operation of the above Acts, or which are included within 
the Limits of any District which may have been applied for under said Acts. 

But a separate Estimate may be made for the Thorough Drainage, &c. of 
Lands so circumstanced, which may be used as soon as the River or Arterial 
Drainage Works shall have been completed. 

11. The Officer appointed to report on any Application is to furnish with 
as little Delay as possible the Ordnance Plans, Specifications, Estimates, and 
other Documents connected with the District (when prepared in accordance 
with those Instructions), in One Parcel, to the Board. 

General Observations. 

12. No Drainage Works should be undertaken until it has been clearly 
ascertained that the Surface Level of the maximum Floods in the Main Drain 
can be discharged at a Level that will admit of the Sub-main Drains venting 
the Waters from the lowest Point of the Lands proposed to be thorough- 
drained at a Level sufficiently below the Surface of such Land that the 
highest Floods shall not prevent the free Discharge of such Sub-mains. 

Boundary Streams. 

13. In all Cases where Streams form the Boundary of a Property which it 
is proposed to improve by draining under this Act, and where it is necessary 
to execute Works in such boundary Streams to ensure the free Discharge of 
the Water from the Drains, a Letter should be obtained from each of the 
adjoining Proprietors of the Lands through which the Stream is to be 
deepened and widened, stating that he will allow the Stream to be operated, on 
as specified by the reporting Officer, and that he will not at any future Time 
interfere with the free Discharge of the Water at its reduced Level. 

A similar Letter should be obtained from all Tenants who hold Leases 
under any of the Proprietors any Part of whose Lands adjoin the boundary 
Stream. 

Open Main Drains. 

14. The Main Drain is to have a Gradient of such Inclination and be sunk 
to a Depth that will admit of the above Stipulations as to the Discharge of 
the Sub-main Drains being carried out. The Drain shall have such Width at 
Bottom and Side Slopes as may be necessary, and to be free of sharp Angles, 
projecting Stones, and other Impediments to the quick Discharge of the 
Waters. 

The Spoil or Material raised in sinking and improving the Drain, where not 
available for filling up useless Holes or Drains, is to be removed to a proper 
(150.) Distance

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Distance from the Edge of the Main Drain, and dressed off in a workmanlike 
Manner. 

The Abutments and Piers of such Bridges as have sufficient Breadth of 
Waterway shall, if necessary, be carefully under-pinned 5 and those Bridges 
which are insufficient to discharge Floods should be taken down, and rebuilt of 
. suitable Dimensions. 



Covered Main Drains. 

15. Whenever, from the Nature of the Lands, the Extent of the District 
under Drainage, and the Quantity of Water to be voided, it may be necessary 
to form covered Main Drains to receive the Water discharged from the 
Sub-mains, their Dimensions must be proportional to the Amount of Water 
to be voided, well flagged or paved at Bottom, the Sides built of Stone or 
Brick, and covered with a Flag or Arch at Top. 



Sob-mains. 

16. The Sub-mains to be of such Depth, Width at Top and Bottom, as 
may be necessary. The Fall in each to be as great as the above described 
Main Drainage of the District will allow, and not to be allowed to run beyond 
a suitable Length without discharging itself into a covered or open Main 
Drain. 



The Minor Drains. 

17. To be of such Depth, Width at Top and Bottom, and at such Distance 
apart as will secure the perfect Drainage of the Land ; to be run in a straight 
Direction parallel to each other, directly up and down the Declivity, unless 
where the Declivity happens to be very steep, and then to be carried across 
the Fall at such an Angle as to secure a free Discharge for the Water. The 
Fall in each Minor Drain to be as great as the Main Drainage and Sub-main 
Drainage previously described will admit. 

In filling in the Stones great Care should be taken that the Bottom of the 
Drain be clean, and that no Clay or Dirt be put in along with the Stones ; a 
Sod, Grass Side down, or a few Inches of Clay, to be placed on the Surface 
of the Stones, _ and trodden firmly ; the Drain should then be filled up with 
the Stuff previously shovelled out, observing to keep the active Soil for the 
Top. The putting in of the Stones to be commenced at the highest Part or 
Head of the Drain. 

In using Draining Pipes or other Tiles Care should be taken that they he 
laid firmly on the Bottom for their entire Length, so as to prevent them being 
deranged by the filling of the Drain, and that the Points be fitted as closely 
together as possible. 

In Cases of unfavourable Ground, caused by running Sand or otherwise, 
whereby the Level of the Conduit might be deranged, collared Pipe Tiles 
seem to offer considerable Advantages in the Way of Remedy. 

18. In clearing Surface Rocks and Stones, they should be removed to a 
Depth which will admit of sub-soiling or trenching ; and if draining such 
Land be necessary, to such a Depth as will permit that Operation to be 
effectually performed. The Stones to be removed to the Sites intended for 
Fences, or along the Sites of Drains to be filled with Stones. 

19. In Cases of Bog and Moor Land, where Drainage alone will confer little 
Advantage, the further Operations of levelling, burning, or claying are to be 
specified and estimated for. When Land is to be clayed or gravelled, the 
Number of Cubic Yards per Statute Acre to be stated. 

~°; p ^' e i nces > whether made of Stones, Earth, or Clay, to be of such Height 
and 1 hickness at Bottom and Top as to ensure Durability and Protection, and 
at the same Time cause as little Waste of Land as possible. 

21. Farm 
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21. Farm Roads to be sufficiently wide to allow Two Carts to pass each * 
other ; to have a well-formed Surface, and a sufficient Depth of metalling. 
The Fences on each Side to be sufficiently high for Protection, but at the same 
Time to allow the Action of the Sun and Wind on the Road as much as 
possible. 

22. When Drains may be necessary on the Sides of Farm Roads, they 
should be on the Field Side of the Fences. 

23. It frequently happens that the Names of the Lands contained in the 
Memorials do not correspond with those on the Ordnance Map on which the 
Improvements are to be effected. 

In such Cases the Reporter is to ascertain and report whether the Name 
on the Ordnance Map is that by which the Townland is commonly known, 
and that on the Memorial is another Name, or alias for the same Townland, 
at the same Time specifying the different Names by which the Townlands are 
respectively known.

Circular No. 1. 

Office of Public Works, 30th Day of October 1847. 

It is important that the Proprietors and Owners of Lands, under the Terms 
of this Act, who may obtain Loans for thorough draining, subsoiling, fencing, 
or other Improvements, should clearly understand that a very strict and 
searching Investigation will be made by the Officers of the Commissioners of 
Public Works as to the Manner in which the first or any future Instalment 
shall have been expended, previously to any further Advance being made. 

In every Case in which the Inspector finds that the Work has not been 
executed in a sufficient and workmanlike Manner, according to the Plan and 
Specification, no Allowance will be made for the Expenditure incurred until all 
the Defects have been made good, at the Expense of the Party. 

In carrying out the Works the local Overseer should be directed, as far as 
possible to arrange the Execution of the Works in such a Manner that the 
greater Portion undertaken at one Time shall be completed within the Amount 
of the Instalment of the Loan which may have been advanced up to that 
Period. 

The Inspector cannot enter into the Detail of measuring or allowing for 
Drains partly finished, or Materials, as Stones or Draining Tiles delivered ; he 
will be directed to ascertain the Area of Land drained, subsoiled, &c. as com- 
pleted, and also the Number of Perches of Fences or Farm Roads, as the Case 
may be, that have been finished. 

A detailed Account of the Sum actually disbursed for each Item of Expen- 
diture, together with the Quantity of each Variety of Work executed, must be 
transmitted to the Board at least One Week before an Inspection can be made. 
The Inspector will allow the actual Amount expended as vouched, provided 
such Expenditure does not exceed the Amount for each Variety cf Work con- 
tained in the Estimate. The Owner or his Agent is requested to inform the 
Board, at least once a Fortnight, of the Number of Men actually employed 
during that Period, together with the Amount paid and to insure Uniformity ; 
Forms of Returns for the Purpose will be supplied. 

Should the Proprietor or Owner who has obtained a Loan wish to make any 
Alteration in the Detail of the System of carrying out the Work from the 
Plan and Specification approved of by the Commissioners of Public Works, he 
should apply to the Board for Permission to make such Alteration, taking care 
to point out the Advantage of adopting the Alteration to the Officer of the 
Board at the Time he may be engaged in making an Inspection of the Works ; 
but no Alteration can be admitted until it has been sanctioned by the Board. 

Should the Occupier of Land which has been drained wish to plough up the 
Surface before the Drains have been inspected and approved, it will be necessary 
that due Notice be given to the Board, that an Officer may be sent to inspect 
the Works executed ; but should it so happen that an Inspection cannot be 
made at the Time to enable the Officer of the Board to discover, without 
Difficulty, the Site of any Drain made in Land which may have been subse- 
quently ploughed, it will be desirable that a Plan, on a large Scale, of the 
Drains in each Field, should be made and preserved, which Plan will hereafter 
be found most useful to the Proprietor, by enabling him to discover the exact 
Position of the Drains the free Discharge from which may be impeded by some 
Accident or Imperfection in the original Construction. 

Where such Plans have not been made it will be necessary to mark the exact 
Line of One of the Minor and Sub-main Drains by Stakes driven into the Field 
Fence at each End of such Drains. _

Progress Inspection of Lord De Freyne’s Works.

I beg to state, for the Information of the Board, that the Observations con- 
veyed in my Letter of the 17th instant on the Works to which Lord De Freyne’s 
Second Application for a Loan under the Act above named relates, and for 
which an Expenditure to the Amount of 9061. 10s. 2 d. was sanctioned, apply 
equally to the Works to which his Lordship’s First Application relates, and for 
which an Expenditure of the Amount of 7,0001 was sanctioned. 

I have not been able to complete my Inspection of the works, owing to then- 
being extended over so large a District ; but I shall furnish my Report as soon 

In the meantime it may not be unnecessary to state that the Labourers 
employed have not been paid in Money, as directed by the 29th Section of 

The Labourers employed (who are Tenants of Lord De Freynes) have 
been supplied with Oatmeal at a moderate Price, in Quantities equivalent m 
Value to from Five per Cent, to Ten per Cent, on the Amount of then r Eam- 
iim-s according to the Valuation that lias been put upon their Work by the 
Superintendents employed by Lord De Freyne, and the Balance (amounting to 
from Ninety to Ninety-five per Cent, on the Amount of their Earnings) has 
been placed to the Credit Side of their Rent Accounts. 

The Tenants stated to me (in reply to the Inquiries I made, m accordance 
with the Instructions conveyed in the Board’s Circulars Nos. 1. and 7.,) that, 
they are much in want of Supplies of Seed (principally Oats and Potatoes) for 
their Ground, and Food (principally Oatmeal) for their Families ; and that if 
such Supplies were furnished to the Value of Fifty per Cent, upon the Amount 
of their Earnings they would be willing to have the Balance placed to then 

Credit in their Rent Accounts. , , , , , 

If Supplies of Food and Seed arc to be supplied to the Labourers employed, 
they are 1 willing to have the Works stopped for a Period of Six Weeks or there- 
abouts, for the Purpose of affording them an Opportunity of tilling then 
Ground ; but if they are not to be supplied with Seed they earnestly desired 
that the Works might be continued, and that l'ood might be supplied in such 
Quantities as would prevent actual Starvation, in which Case the Ground 
would he left untilled by all who had not the Means of procuring Seed. 

To this the Superintendent replied, that he had received Orders to stop the 
Works as soon as the Inspection will have been made ; that he had not received 
any Orders to supply or procure Seed for them, but that a small Quantity of 
Oatmeal was to be given to eacli Family* , , ,<■ , 

° Upon hearing this the Labourers begged earnestly to have the V orks 
continued, and small Supplies of Oatmeal furnished to them weekly.

With reference to your Secretary’s Letter of the 25th instant, reporting the 
Suspension of the furtheiTnstalment of the Loan under the 10th Viet. c. 32., for 
the Improvement of the Estate of Lord De Freyne, I am commanded by the 
Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury to acquaint you, that my 
Lords approve of your suspending the Issue of the subsequent Instalment in 
any Case in which you have Reason to believe that the Provisions of the 
Twenty-ninth Clause of the Land Improvement Act have not been carried 
into effect in the Expenditure of the Sums previously issued, until you are 
satisfied that Provision is made for a strict Adherence for the future to the 
Direction contained in the above-mentioned Clause. 



Mr. F. French to the Board. 

7th April 184-8. 

By my Brother’s Desire I send you Mr. Kelly’s Statement of the Manner in 
which the Drainage of his Estates have been carried on, by which you will 
learn that your Information has not been correct, and that the Persons by 
whom the Works have been executed, in place of being credited in Rent, 
have received Cheques, payable to themselves, for the Sum earned by them ; the 
Use they make of their Money cannot, I think, be considered within the 
Provisions of the Board to interfere with. 

The Duke of Wellington’s Clause is not in the Act relating to England or 
Scotland. His Grace’s Object, I presume, in introducing it into the Irish Act 
was to secure to the Persons employed a fair and bona fide Payment for Work 
done. If this can be effected without subjecting the Person by whom the 
Cost is to be borne to useless and unnecessary Staff Expenses, so much the 
better, and for this Purpose the Plan adopted by Messrs. Kelly and D Arcy 
appears to work well, and, as you will see by the Declaration from 1,097 
Persons employed, to have given universal Satisfaction. 

In confining Payments to Coin a Necessity will arise for the Workmen at 
each Settlement to attend at the Drainage Office. This will give them a 
Journey varying from Six to Twenty-four Miles, in most Cases causing the 
Loss of a Day ; 1,000 Men will thus at each Settlement lose Is. each, a consi- 
derable Sum, 50/. This in 500 Instalments will on a 7,000/. Loan occur Four- 
teen Times. Last Year your Board, it is true, sent Pay Clerks to each District, 
bu,t they were uniformly guarded by Police. This could not in private Cases be 
•done ; and even could it, great Objections would in my Mind still exist to 
(150.) continue 
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continue any Part of the System which was introduced by the Acts of 1846 
and 1847. The worst possible Consequences have followed it, from the Manner 
in which the Business was then conducted. An Impression has been created 
amongst the People, that they must be supplied with Money for their Support, 
no Matter how trifling the Value the Labour they give in Return. Little, if any, 
Gratitude was felt for the Employment thus given, and the Result of any 
Interference between the Employer and employed must at present be the 
same. The Act (10th Viet.) was passed as a Compensation to the agricultural 
Interest in Ireland for the Abolition by the Repeal of the Corn Laws of the 
Advantages enjoyed in the Provision Trade with England, and certainly was 
not intended, as the Object now appears to be, to try and make it act as a 
Prop for an impracticable Poor Law. The Improvements on the French Park 
Property are, as you are aware, entirely on Moor. The Result of the Experi- 
ment is of great Importance, not alone to the Possessor, but to all the Owners 
of waste Lands in Ireland. Much as I feel interested in seeing it brought to a 
successful Issue, I should prefer advising the Abandonment to the Adoption 
of any System which would entail on us the Evils to which I have alluded. I 
opposed in the Commons the Duke’s Clause, as inapplicable to a large Portion 
of the Country, and, but for the Statement of the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, should have divided the House against it. Still, so long as Parties 
avail themselves of this Act, I feel that any Course which the Treasury may 
consider not in accordance with its Provisions should not be persevered in, and 
in this Matter Lord De Frevne will be governed by their Decision, and give 
Directions to Messrs. Kelly* and D’Arcy to adopt in their Payments whatever 
System the Treasury point out, should he determine to continue the Works. 



Mr. H. Kelly to Mr. French. 

4th April 184-8. 

I beg to say, in reply to your Letter which I received this Day on my 
Retun? from Ewett, that the Statements contained in the Letter from the 
Board are not right. The Plan adopted in Lord De Freyne’s Drainage carried 
the Law into effect, and was as follows : — 

The District, as you are aware, in which the Drainage has been undertaken, 
is a very extensive one, comprising the greater Part of the Barony of French- 
park. It was divided into Two Portions. The Artagh or South Division, with 
the Demesne, was given to me ; the Northern Division, lying between Loughlynn 
and Frenchparb, to Mr. John D’Arcy. Immediately on our Appointment we 
established an Office in the Town of Frenchpark, under the Management of 
Mr. Thomas Dillon, a young Man of considerable Ability, and who has had 
a great deal of Experience under the Board of Works in keeping Accounts. 
Accordingly as the Taskwork was executed it was surveyed by Mr. John 
Higgins, inspected by us, and if we approved we certified to Mr. Dillon the 
Name of the Person by whom it was done, and the Amount earned. Mr. Dillon 
tilled up a printed Cheque for the Sum so earned, to be paid by Mr. Joseph 
Gishin, which Cheque was handed to the Person. Some few of the People took 
the Amount in Money; the. greater Majority paid them into Lord De Freyne’s 
Office in Rent. The*Persons so payiug them had at their own Request been 
permitted by his Lordship’s Agent, Mr. Carr, to defer Payment of Rent, 
and to convert their Corn into Meal, for the Support of their Families, and 
agreed, in the idle Seasons before Christmas and after May, to go to work, and 
pay their Rents as they earned, which as far as they went Mr. Carr can state 
they honestty did so. Any Tenant who had not sufficient Corn to support his 
Family got from Mr. M ‘James Mager’s Mill Meal, which he was at once paid 
for, and which the Tenant settled for when his Work was measured. The 
Address which was forwarded to his Lordship fully shows the Satisfaction of 
all those concerned. As to the Cash Payments which his Lordship wishes to 
have, it will in my Opinion work mischievously, in having a Difference in the 
Mode of Settlement for those Works and for the other Employment which he 
gives, which amounts to between 2,000/. and 3,000/. a Year, and may be consi- 
dered permanent, whilst this is but temporary. 

All the Arrangements I have made, I am happy to say, turned out for the 
Benefit of the Tenantry, for while those residing on other Properties in the 
Barony are now in a State of great Destitution, his Lordship’s Tenantry are 

in 
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in possession of Seed, Oats, and Potatoes, and are grateful for the Opportuni- Co rresponden ce. 
ties given them. The Prospect of a Potato Crop this Year will bring Matters 
more about, and I trust we have seen the worst. Independent of the Employ- 
ment given on the Drainage, we are still extending Relief to the destitute 
about Frenchpark, relieving daily, at his Lordship’s Expense, about 200 
Families.

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Correspondence. Memorandum by Lord De Freyne on Mr. Walker’s Letter of the 

25th March. 

^ Lord De Freyne received, about a Week ago, a Letter from Mr. Walker, 
Secretary to the Board of Works in Ireland, to which he deferred replying 
until he had obtained accurate Information as to the Mode that has been 
adopted for carrying on the Works - on the Frenchpark Estate, for which a 
Loan was sanctioned by the Treasury. He now encloses the Reply to his 
Inquiry from Mr. Hugh Kelly, One of the Superintendents of the Works. 

Lord De Freyne felt anxious that the Drainage Works under the 10th of 
Victoria should be carried on as nearly as possible in the same Manner as 
that in which other Improvements exclusively carried out on his Estate have 
been hitherto conducted. He considers it of Importance that as little Inter- 
ference as possible should take place between the Landlord and the Persons 
he employed, lest it should be supposed by the latter that the Money expended 
comes from a public Board for which they do not feel disposed to give a 
reasonable Equivalent. He thinks that an Alteration in the Mode of carrying 
on these Improvements will, in place of serving, be prejudicial to the Peopled 
but if the Treasury deem it advisable he is prepared to direct that the 
Payments to each Person employed shall in future be made in Silver. 

Lord De Freyne feels it necessary to protest against the uncourteous and 
unbusinesslike Conduct of the Board of Works in coming to any Decision on 
this Subject without having communicated with him. He has been resident 
m the Country the whole Time the Works were going on, and, until he received 
Mr. Walkers Letter, never heard the slightest Complaint against the Mode 
m which Messrs. H. Kelly and D’Arcy conducted the Business entrusted 
to them.

Memorialist addresses your Lordship, being well aware of the deep Interest 
you take m the Welfare of the Peasantry in all Parts of the County over which 
your Lordship presides, and especially as the peculiarly severe Pressure of 
hamme. Pestilence, and Destitution in the remote and unfriended District 
called Conamara have been referred to and fully admitted by your Lordship 
knowing that the largest Barony in Ireland has (with a small Exception) but 
hour Proprietors, of whom the largest (the late County M.P.) died of Fever 
last Year, the next (Memorialist) has met with heavy Losses, the next is not in 
possession of his Property, it being in Chancery, and the Fourth has been 
obliged to leave the Country in bad Health and broken Spirits. 

Memorialist would not presume to solicit your Lordship's Interference in this 
Case could he not prove that he had not merely discharged his Duty as a 
Landlord, but he hopes something more than his Duty, for he has distressed 
himself to serve the Peasantry. 

In 1845 Memorialist purchased considerable Quantities of Meal from Sir 
E. Routh and from his subordinate Officers in Galway, and gave it to the

In the Year 1847 Memorialist purchased from Mr. Comerford of Galway Correspondence. 
2 77 I. worth of Seed for his Tenantry, and did all these Things, though in the 
Years 1845, 6, and 7 he scarcely received any Rent. 

At the Close of 1847 he concluded a long protracted Negotiation with the 
Board of Works for a Loan of 6,200/., and there is not on their Records so 
favourable a Report of the valuable Properties of the Soil and local Advantages 
as that made by their Engineer relative to Memorialist’s Estate. 

At this Time Memorialist’s Agents (a Firm well known by Report to your 
Lordship, and supposed to be one of the principal Agency Firms in Ireland,) 
became involved and bankrupt, a Circumstance productive of Loss, Damage, 
and the most painful Troubles to your Memorialist, and for several other 
Gentlemen for whom they had been acting. Accounts had not been duly 
furnished, and Memorialist had at a great Sacrifice to raise Money to meet 
ah Arrear on Engagements to which his Estate was liable. 

Memorialist being obliged to proceed to London, unfortunately appointed the 
Lender of this Money his Agent, and required that a Portion of the Money 
should be lodged with a Banker, in order to give Memorialist an Opportunity of 
discounting when he required it, as it is notorious that Landlords must some- 
times do as well as Merchants. A written Undertaking was given by the Agent 
that this Deposit Bankers require to be on both Parties whose Names are on 
Bill, and Memorialist lodged his own Money in his Agent’s Name, to meet 
this Demand, he being already known to the Bankers, but the Agent not known, 
should not be withdrawn until the Bill should be paid, and this was executed 
before the Banker ; and Memorialist then discounted a Bill to a considerable 
Amount, and proceeded on indispensable Business, about a Month afterwards, to 
London, and, just previously to going, ha ving executed the Loan with the Board, 
he called on the Banker, and said, “ Here are 500/. ; the Season is too far 
“ advanced to commence the Work ; take charge of this ; but recollect it is not 
“ to be liable to any Debts of mine, Bill or otherwise and the Banker said, 
u Certainly not ; it shall be entered as your private Account, and shall not be 
« liable.” Notwithstanding this, the Banker allowed the Agent to draw the 
Lodgment he was bound in Writing to leave in the Bank ; and when the Bill 
became due this Banker broke Faith with Memorialist, and dishonourably 
seized what Memorialist had told him was Trust Money, and what he had 
promised not to touch yet appropriated it to this Bill. 

Memorialist finding it utterly impossible at this Period of Panic to raise 
Money, and equally impossible to force it at Tillage Time, or rather inhuman to 
attempt at Tillage Time to force it as Rent, most humbly and earnestly.petitions 
your Lordship to exert your Influence, not on Memorialist’s Behalf, pitiable as 
his Case is, but on behalf of a Population the best conducted in the Empire, 
and unstained bv any of the Crimes which have disgraced other Counties. 

The exemplary good Conduct of the Conamara Peasantry is well known to 
your Lordship. Your Lordship is well acquainted, with the Gentry of your 
County, and knows both their Character and Position as to Property ; and 
Memorialist respectfully and confidently Hopes your Lordship will assure the 
Lords of the Treasury that Memorialist is as good Security for this extia 500/. 
as for the 6,200/. granted. . „ 

Memorialist has instructed his Solicitor to seize the ^Opportunity £ 

Cessation of Panic to obtain for Memorialist the Loan of 500/., and indeed if 
the Tenantry be now assisted they will themselves (the Case being stated to 
them) assist Memorialist with some of it after Harvest. 

Pestilence and Famine are now raging there; but Memorialist solemihy 
Promises your Lordship to proceed at once to the District, and to remain there 
at any Risk, and to set on foot and continue, D.V., his personal Supeimtendence 
of the Work, and to lodge the Money in the Hands of any Pei son named by 
the Lords of the Treasury. 

A Case so peculiar and isolated can never be construed into a Precedent, and 
can besides be withheld from Publicity. Memorialist solemnly appeals to the 
Searcher of all Hearts for the Truth of this his Statement, that he lodged the 
Money not to meet this Bill, but on the Faith of a positive and explicit 
Deckration on Part of a Banker, whose Name, as well as all the Names of and 
Pairiculars of this Case, Memorialist has at a private Interview laid before 
(150.) y 
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Correspondence. y 0U r Lordship, who was then pleased to express your Commiseration for 
Memorialist, and still more for the poor Peasantry of Urrismore. 

Memorialist is ready to sign any Document making his whole Property liable 
to the extra 500/., and is anxious to do so. 

Your Lordship’s gracious Attention to this is earnestly entreated, and 
Memorialist will ever pray, &c.

I am directed by the Commissioners of Public Works to acknowledge the 
Receipt of a Memorial from Mr. J. A. O’Neill of Bunowen Castle, County of 
Galway, _ addressed to the Marquis of Clanricarde, stating that the Amount 
of the First Instalment of 500/. on the Loan of 6,000/. made to him under the 
Land Improvement Act, had, contrary to his Directions to his Banker, been 
expended in the Payment of Debts due by Mr. O’Neil], and praying that a 
Second Instalment may be made on his Loan, and offering to give additional 
Security for its Repayment on his Estate generally. 

On referring to the Correspondence which took place between Mr. O’Neill 
and the Board relative to the Advance of the First Instalment, Copies of 
which are enclosed, it appears that on the 18th of October 1847 he addressed 
a very urgent Letter to the Commissioners, pressing for the immediate Issue 
of the First Instalment, and stating that it was morally impossible for him to 
give Employment to the People, unless the implied Promises of the Govern- 
ment through your Board be complied with, &c. 

The Instalment was accordingly issued on the 5th of November, on his 
Title being approved, and the Bond executed for the due Execution of the 
Work, and the Board naturally expected that the Works would have been 
commenced forthwith ; but they were mistaken, for on the 14th of December a 
Letter was received from Mr. O’Neil], stating, “ that owing to the advanced 
“ Period of the Season it would be impossible to commence the Works until 
‘‘next Spring without suffering serious Loss,” and the Board knowing that 
Works commenced in wet Weather and short Days could not be executed 
at the moderate Rates according to which the Estimate was calculated, con- 
sented to the proposed Delay ; but when the Spring arrived the contemplated 
Works were not commenced, because, as set forth in Mr. O’Neill’s Memorial 
the Money was made use of for another Purpose. 

In regard to Mr. O’Neill’s Application, that a Second Instalment be now 
issued, to enable him to commence the Works, the Board is of opinion that 
such Request cannot be complied with, as according to the Twenty-seventh 
Section it is enacted, “ That no Second or any subsequent Instalment shall be

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and to my Surprise, after the whole Matter had been wound up, and the Loan Coreespondenc 

granted, another Investigation of Title is ordered. 

When I was last at your Offices I was assured there was no Doubt that I 
should have the Money in Ten Days, and accordingly I came down here. 

I left my Children, who have no other Parent. I came amidst Pestilence on 
every Side to make the necessary Arrangements for beginning the Work, and 
as a Delay must occur of perhaps a Month from the Time you actually hand 
me the Money, as I have already worked too much to go now and engage an 
Engineer, — I have been too often put off to enter into such an Engagement 
until I actually had in my Pland what I expected would have been given to 
me many Months ago. 

The People begin to think, indeed do think, that I have been deluding them. 

The short Days and long Nights approach. There is not in this Barony Three 
Months, and give every Beast and every Pound of Grain now on it free to the 
People, and all Land Rent-free. The Farmers, if I may so call the broken 
Men I meet, will not buy Stock, far from it, though there never was so much 
Winterage (Hay and Grass) in the Barony. They all want to sell ; for they say 
that their Cattle will be slaughtered in the long Nights, as all Employment 
has ceased in the District, and there are Thousands on Thousands of People 
who have no Means whatsoever, and these we, the Proprietors and the hitherto 
industrious Portion of the People, are called on to support. 

In Cases of Sickness, Loss at Fisheries, &c., I have forgiven Four Years to 
some Tenants ; many owe Three, almost all Two, and all a Year and a 
Half. . , X7 . 

It is therefore morally impossible for me to give Employment this Winter, 
unless the implied Promises of the Government through you be iuitillea 
to me. . 

I appeal to your Board, was there ever a Man who transacted Business 
with it more chary of your Time ? I did not trouble you with Letters. 1 
called now and then, and never stayed Five Minutes in any Office ; but now, 
when in the Thirteenth Hour I hear of what it appears to me was an indis- 
pensable as a Preliminary being commenced, I confess I cannot remain 

It will probably take me a Month ere I can get a well-qualified Person to 
undertake the Drainage and Road Work. Suffering as I have done from 
repeated Postponements and Delays, I am sure you will not blame if 1 do not 
engage such a Person until the Money is in my Hand; and the last Time I 
went to your Office I was assured it would be there ere this. 

I shall lose much by the Delays in One Item alone. I shall have to begin 
in Winter, and give full Wages for short Days. My Spirits and Mind have, at 
last yielded, and I declare I do not noiv care much whether you keep oi give 
the Money. God sees I have ■ done all I could, and much, much more tha 
Men of Four Times my Means ; but I do call on you to say you will give t 

01 ' lam but the unpaid Agent of a large Population For them I was prepared 
to sacrifice Money, Time, and risk Health. More I cannot do. 

Those who applied long after me are at work long before this.

from the following Statement : 

On the 28th March 1846 Memorial under the “ Summary Proceedings” of 
the Drainage Act was received. 

13th May 1846 the necessary Report was obtained. On the 6th July 1846 
the Report was published. 4th November the Report was republished, 
a Proceeding rendered necessary by that you, the sole Proprietor, had 
omitted to assent pursuant to the Act. 

8th February 1847 the final Notice issued, and the Treasury Sanction 
received on the 10th March for 1,000/. 

There was nothing on the Part of the Board then to prevent your proceeding 
with the Works. 

It appears, however, that no Steps were taken on your Part to effect this, the 
Reason assigned being that it was not convenient to proceed without an 
Advance of Money, and that you would wait for the Land Improvement Act. 

This Act then passed, and it became necessary that the Application should 
be renewed in a different Shape. 

On the 14th August a uew Memorial was received from you. 

From the 27th August to the 22d September was the Period of Advertise- 
ment required by the Act. 

28th September a Loan was recommended. 

5th October, Loan sanctioned. 

5th October, Statement of Title required. 

14th October, Title furnished. 

18th October, on Examination further Information was required, on Receipt 
of which not a Moment will be lost. 

20th October, your Letter, to which this is a Reply, received. 

It is proper to remark, in the Period which intervened between the Recom- 
mendation by the Board and the Sanction by the Treasury the Steps regarding 
Title which have produced a temporary Delay were enjoined upon the Board 
by the Advice of the Law Officers of the Crown.

I some Time since apprized the Lords of the Treasury, through the Lieu- 
tenant of the County in which my Property is, that I had lodged the Instalment 
for the Doolmk Drainage in a most respectable Banking House in Dublin ; 
that I had previously been the Drawer of a Bill on a Gentleman, who made a 
Lodgment in that Bauk, and gave a written Undertaking to it not to withdraw 
the Lodgment until the Bill he accepted was paid ; that the Banker, notwith- 
standing, allowed him to draw his Funds, and applied my Drainage Money to 
meet the Bill, though cautioned not to do so; that I was then unavoidably 
detained in England, and had suffered heavy Losses, and was not in o-ood 
Health ; that I should give any Security on any additional Property (you were 
secured only over Two Townlands), in order at once to get another Instalment, 
so as not to keep the Peasantry idle ; but, lest this Request should not be 
complied with, I at once proceeded to Dublin, and prepared to apply Funds 
which it was most injurous to me thus to allocate, to set the Works on foot, 
and if not aided to expend the whole Sum, and thus repair, without Aid, a 
Misfortune which no Effort of mine could have averted, as I was totally 
ignorant of the Calamity until struck by it. 

By your own Directions, this Work was not to commence until Spring. 1 
refer you to Mr. Nicholson’s verbal Report to me to that Effect, and to your 
Secretary’s subsequent Letter to me ; and even had I not been detained by 
Illness and indispensable Business in London during the early Part of the Spring, 
and had not this Misfortune befallen me, still I could not have proceeded with 
the Work, as the People were engaged to a Man in their own Tillage Works, 
and have sown most extensively ; but now, D.Y., I shall be able in Person to 
superintend the Works ; and it would be invaluable to me if the Board will give 
me the Assistance of Mr. Nicholson for Three Days, to set the Work going, 
as it is really impossible to undertake it by a mere general Report to your 
Board, and it will confer on me a great Obligation, and I will, D.V., be at 
Bunowen near Doohulla on the 12th June, and commence the Works as 
originally intended. 

I have to request you will be so good as to forward a Copy of this Letter to 
the Lords of the Treasury. 

P.S 1 applied to Mr. Nicholson in Winter, to recommend me an Engineer; 

and his Reply was, this Work (he was the Reporter and Surveyor) must not be 
commenced before Spring, and then it was I wrote to the Secretary of the 
Board, and referred him to Mr. Nicholson, as having forbid my commencing. 
I shall this Day proceed to his Office, and get him or some other Engineer to 
proceed at once, and shall not allow above one Day after he has laid out the 
Works to elapse until they shall be commenced, but cannot be present until 
the 12th. I this Day was directed by Sir P. Crampton to apply a Blister to 
my Side, and in London I was attended by Dr. Chambers, and all those 
Misfortunes will, I trust, account for the short Delay. 



Letter from John A. O’Neill Esq. to Alexander Stewart Esq. 

26th May 184-8. 

Though my Letter of this Morning to you anticipated the Inquiries made 
in yours of this Day, 1 lose no Time in acknowledging the Receipt of the 
Letter received on my Return ; and I now re-enter on the Business. 

You request me to account for the due Application of 500k issued to me 
by the Board, &c. &c. Soon after receiving it, in November, ! wrote to my 
Agent in County Galway desiring, that he should make out Lists of the Per- 
sons to be employed, &c.; I also set on foot Inquiries for an Engineer ; a Person 
exceedingly difficult to get at that Time. _ My Agent is B. Lloyd, Esq., 
Solicitor, Nephew to the late Provost of Trinity College; and he is aware of 
all Particulars stated in this Letter. Mr. Lloyd wrote to me relative to an 
Engineer (who was subsequently employed) ; but I was anxious to get some 
one recommended by Mr. Nicholson, the Engineer of the Board who had made 
the Report, and I called on him with Mr. Lloyd. Mr. Nicholson stated, that 
“ his own Time was then amply occupied, and that he did not know at the 
“ Moment of any Person disengaged whom he could recommend ; ne added, 
(150.) tnat 
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dekce. that “ he would be on the Look-out I said I wished to commence the Work 
then ; and Mr. Nicholson replied, “ By no Means attempt it. My Valuation 
“ is made on the Calculation of Work to be done in dry Weather. I caution 
“ you not to commence before Spring at the soonest. I shall feel it my Duty 
“ ted ^is Warning given to you to the Commissioners. The Metal will 
u on the Road, and the Money will be lost if you go to work in wet 
“ Weather, or in Winter at all. I made a very moderate Estimate.” 

Having thus not merely the Authority but the Direction of the Engineer 
(who had reported) that I was not to commence the Works before the dry 
Season, I need not have communicated at all with the Board ; but it occurred 
to me some Time afterwards, that I might as well state what had passed, and 
I did so, but asked no Favour — no Delay. I refer to my Letter. I merely 
stated what Mr. Nicholson had said ; and the Secretary replied to me 
30th December, stating that the Works were to be delayed until Spring. See* 
his Letter of that Date. I submit it. 

Eaily in Spring I wrote to Mr. Lloyd (I was then in London on indis- 
pensable and most troublesome and painful Business), to employ any Engineer 
and commence the Work, and he made an Arrangement with Mr. Peacam* 
formerly, ! believe, employed by the Board, and resident at Roundstone, near 
the District, and under his Direction Eight Miles of Roads were lockspitted 
There was a Portion of the Work directed and was completed. There was 
still much Wet, and One Workman took ill, and (I was informed) died. 

Fever aud Dysentery were prevalent, and there was no urgent Necessity to 
proceed with Work m adverse Weather in wet Grounds far from Cross Roads. 

I he tillage just then commenced on the most extensive Seals, and my Estate 
is notoriously the most agricultural Portion of all Connemara. The Tillage was 
of far more Importance than any other Work. The Pier I caused to be under- 
taken (and so liberally subscribed to) occupied several Hands ; Disease and 
Emigration had taken away others ; and so extensive were the Tillage Opera- 
tions that there were not superfluous Hands at such a Time to iustifvmv 
Agent in commencing such a Work, as he is willing to prove in any Manner 
called on, as can also his Brother, a Protestant Clergyman, resident with him 
I was not there, and abided by his Statement.

Struggles, I prevailed on the Barony and the Government to cause the Bunowen 
Pier there to he undertaken by the Board at 6,000/., and it is now in progress, 
and I subscribed 200/. to it, and my Share of the Assessment will be 200/. 
more. Seeds and Corn I gave last Year and the previous one for that District 
cost me 500/. 

In the midst of heavy Losses, of some ill Health and Care, I have done all 
Man could do to discharge more than my Duty, and I feel it due to myself to 
say, that if I did require a Concession or some Aid out of common Course from 
the Board or from any Department of the Government, I feel that my Con- 
duct during nearly Twenty Years, acting as a Country Gentleman, as a 
Magistrate, and as' a Landlord, would have amply justified the Kindness. At 
the same Time, though I should have been very grateful for, I am, I thank 
Providence, independent of it. .
